Tito’s Men Rip 
Chetnik Forces 
In Macedonia 


LONDON, March 14 (UP) —Yugo- 
slay Partisan forces pressing against 
the German-held city of Novo 
Mesto, in Slovenia 40 miles west of 
Zagreb, have thrown back renewed 
German attempts to break through 
their lines, killing at least 300 of the 
enemy, Marshal Josip (Tito) Brozo- 
vich announced today. 


Other heavy fighting in Slovenia 
was reported in the Savinska Dolina 
area, while in Macedonia and east- 
ern Bosnia the Partisans clashed 
with Chetnik bands of Gen. Draja 
Mikhallovitch. 


A detachment of Chetniks was 
wiped out near Han Pijesak in Hos- 
nia, Tito’s broadcast communique 
said. In the course of fighting in 
Macedonia, it said, the Partisans 
captued documents from the Chet- 
nik Vardar Corps which established 
existence of an agreement between 
Bulgarian troops and Mikhailovitch 
“which will be valid even in the 
case of Bulgaria's capitulation.” 

Three attacks were made on Ger- 
man rail facilities. Thirty German 
soldiers were killed and 17 wounded 
when a troop train was destroyed 
m Macedonia between Bjelovar and 
Garesnica, and traffic on the Bjelo- 
var-Krizevici line was suspended 
more than six days when the rail- 
road was blocked by another wreck- 
ed train.

A common consumer complaint 
that stores fail to post Office of 
Price Administration price charts 
was backed up yesterday by the 
preliminary findings of 800 price 
agency investigators making a city- 
wide check of retail food shops. 
Many stores were found posting 
charts improperly. 


By Saturday, OPA expects to have 
checked 300,000 retailers in the na- 


tion and 30,000 in the city on prices 


of ten market-basket items and on 
whether ceiling price charts are 


of additional investigators before 
the end of the week when the com- 
pliance drive ends. 

No punitive action will be taken 
against non-conformers, OPA re- 
porta, but a recheck will be made 
April 3 to 8 to see if violations 
have been corrected. 


Investigators also found many 
stores charging higher than ceiling 
prices and that only in unusual 
cases were prices lower. Store- 
keepers were generally cordial to 
price checkers. 
Preliminary results of the survey 
are befhg sent to the 18 local war 
price and rationing boards through- 
out the city. The OPA said last 
week that 59 price panels will be 
set up throughout the city in order 
to cope with “consumer unrest.” 


VIOLATORS PUNISHED 


Later this week, survey results 
will be sent to the district OPA 
office at the Empire State Building 
and results of the check-up will be 
announced. 


The Hempstead Meat Market, 16 
Main St., Hempstead, L. I., con- 
sented to a two-week suspension 
from dealing in meat for selling 
above ceiling prices, OPA said yes- 
terday.

day Evening Post, and several directors of the Institute was 
condemned by Samuel N. Behrman,¢— 


Joseph Wood Krutch, Ralph Barton 
Perry, Mark Van Doren and other 
members. 


Pound, expatriate American poet, 
is now under federal indictment for 
treason. His sympathies for fascism 
wire well-known long before he 
began his propaganda spiels from 
Rome to the United States under 
fascist auspices in 1940. 


The go-easy attitude of the In- 
stitute on Pound was decided at a 
directors meeting last week. NO 
general poll of the membership on 
the matter is contemplated. 


IF POUND WON 
Playwright Behrman's comment 
was: “I am bewildeied by the re- 
fusal of the Institute to oust Ezra 
Pound. H his propaganda were 
successful it would result in his 


ousting of the rest of us. He is a 
traitor to his country. Would we 
retain the other traitors, who have 
been broadcasting from Germany, 
if they had once done creditable 
artistic work? The position seems 
to me untenable.” 


Krutch, drama editor of The Na- 
tion, said: “I rarely attend Institute 
meetings. 1 have. nothing to do 
with the running of the organiza- 
tion, It’s not up to me to protest. 
But I can state as my personal 
conviction that I do not prefer to 
have Ezra Pound as a member of 
an Organization I'm a member of.” 

He called Trein’s position the 
“lawyer's standpoint.” “But there 
can be no trial of Pound right now,” 
he pointed out, “as he is not in the 
jurisdiction of the United States. 
Im sorry if there are legal reasons 
that see it advisable not to expel 
Pound. His guilt seems conclusive to 
me.” 

Van Doren, poet and author, also 
held that Pound was unworthy of 
membership in the Institute “re- 
gardiess of his being legally con- 
visted of treason.”

Stop the Ballot Steal 


EN. ROBERT A. TAFT, leader of the 
GOP’s section of the Congressional de- 
featist bloc, let the cat out of the bag. The 
reason he doesn’t want the soldiers to cast 
ballots in coming elections is his conviction 
that the serviceman “would vote for the 
candidate most familiar to him.” And that 
candidate, he was frank enough to admit, 
“would, of course, be President Roosevelt.” 
This was Taft’s explanation to a group of 
Cleveland Negro leaders for the Republican 


opposition to the Federal ballot. This is why 
he and his associates are plugging for the 


new fake that has been put forward as a 


“compromise.” 


Sen. Joseph Guffey of Pennsylvania put 
it plainly when he declared that if Congress 
passes the “compromise” bill it would be 
“perpetrating the greatest organized elec- 
tion steal since 1876” when Samuel J. Tilden 
was robbed of the Presidential election. 

The measure is a deliberate move to dis- 
franchise the great mass of 12,000,000 men 
who will be in the services by election day— 
to steal the Presidency from the man whom 
the people want. 

The election steal of 1944 must be 
stopped! Every fighting man on every front 
must.be assured a vote! 


The USSR and Italy 


THINKING about the exchange of rep- 
resentatives between the Soviet Union 
and Marshal Badoglio’s government, we rule 
out all those supposed explanations which 
search for profound differences between the 
USSR and its partners in the Anglo-Soviet- 
American coalition. The precise diplomatic 
procedures among the three powers are un- 
known to us, and they are unknown to all 
other newspapers. But it is clear that the 
Soviet action toward Italy is motivated bx 
the desire to strengthen the coalition, to 
help solve the problems before it most easily, 


» ~~especially as offensives from the South and 
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ber the dignity and equality of the Italian 


West of Europe are being prepared. 


It is worth remembering that Marshal 
Badoglio received the armistice terms on 
Sept. 8 from all three powers of the coalition. 
The same thing happened when Italian co- 
belligerency was declared on Ocf. 13. Al- 
ready then, the three powers had given 
Badoglio de facto recognition. This was fol- 
lowed two weeks later by the Moscow Con- 
ference declaration, providing that “the 
Italian government should be made more 
democratic by the introduction of those. sec- 
tions of the Italian people who have always 
opposed fascism.” 


This same relationship, with the same 
conditions, continued in mid-January when 
the Allied Military Government was asked 
‘to transfer jurisdiction over southern Italy 
(below the battle-lines) to the Badoglio 
regime. In the light of Winston Churchill's 
determined refusal] to alter this relationship 
fundamentally, a refusal to which our own 
government took no public exception, the 
USSR is clearly pursuing a course in accord 
with its Allies. Especially since the Com- 
mittee of Liberation in Southern Italy, 
limited as it has been by the AMG, was not 
able by itself to change the situation. It 
goes without saying that the USSR is recog- 
nizing, not what Badoglio stands for, but the 


1 existence of his government. 


The Italian people as a whole, especially 
their democratic circles, are bound to see in 
development a token of Soviet regard 


of the people. 


nation. Faced with the complicated prob- 
lems of a transition from fascism to democ- 
racy, the Italian people are sensitive to any 
policy which denies their right or ability to 
reconstruct themselves. In the exchange of 
direct representatives between the USSR 
and an Italian government, even though it 
is Badoglio’s, the Italian people are bound 
to feel honored and gratified. They are bound 
to feel the participation of the USSR in the 
solution of their problems. That will be a 
positive factor in a situation which is still 
developing. 

All this in no way affects the understand- 
able desire of the Italian democratic forces 
to change the structure of the Badoglio gov- 
ernment, or to dispose of it fundamentally. 
That is the inherent right of the Italian 
people as guaranteed at Moscow in October 
by all three powers. Democratic public opin- 
ion in our own country has every reason to 
support the popular forces, the tried anti- 
fascists, the revived Italian labor movement 
in their desire to help win the war quickly, 
and assume official leadership of their nation, 


GOP Hand in: Larder 


HE latest performance of the defeatist 

Republican-Poll Tax crowd in Congress 
is so directly related to the housewife’s shop- 
ping bag that all plain people should be able 
to recognize its meaning. 

We refer to the ten amendments to the 
Price Control Act that the Republicans are 
sponsoring in the House. Look through 
those amendments and you will immediately 
see who pulls the strings which move the 
“farm bloc,” the Republicans and poll taxers 
in Congress.
